Mr.Apple elected 
erythromycin PKS rectied in claim 92 and informed Supervisory Examiner Nashed and Examiner Robinson that the 
claimed invention is directed to synthetic genes that encodes polypeptides that correspond to reference polypeptides, 
however, the structure of the gene is divergent from the naturally occurring genes that encode the polypeptides. Mr. 
Apple indicated that unique restriction sites were included. It was agreed upon that a call would be made to Mr. Apple 
on February 7, 2008 to discuss further the art in relation to the claims. A call was made to Mr. Apple on February 7, 
2008, however, he was unavailable and Supervisory Examiner Nashed informed him that an office action would be 
mailed.
